Experience  in  Wales  and  elsewhere  continues  to  show  the  value  of  maintaining 
a high  level  of  immunisation  in  the  population  against  certain  diseases.  In 
particular  those  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  measles  and 
tetanus.  It  must  be  emphasised  that,  where  these  diseases  have  been  absent  for 
many  years,  the  prevention  of  a possibly  serious  epidemic  depends  on  the  percentage 
of  susceptible  persons  in  the  population  who  have  been  immunised  or  vaccinated 
against  these  diseases.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


Mobile  Units  of  the  Welsh  Hospital  Board  discontinued  to  operate  with  effect 
from  31st  March,  1970.  In  their  place  the  mass  radiography  service  was  integrated 
into  the  ordinary  hospital  radiology  services.  Facilities  for  chest  X-Rays  are 
available  to  the  public  at  West  Wales  General  Hospital,  Carmarthen,  Llanelli 
General  Hospital  and  Singleton  Hospital,  Swansea.  These  hospitals  also  provide 
general  practitioners  with  open  access  to  their  radiology  department  for  chest 
X-Ray  examinations  at  all  times.  In  addition  general  practitioners  can  refer 
patients  to  any  chest  clinic  for  consultant  opinion. 


NATIONAL  BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE: 


One  session  was  held  during  the  year  (20th  September)  at  the  Carmarthen 
Bay  Power  Station  vfhen  102  persons  attended.  96  persons  gave  blood  (of  which 
17  were  new  donors)  as  follows

Regular  sessions  for  the  general  public  are  held  at  Llanelli.  Most  people 
can  donate  blood  to  the ‘Blood  Bank’  and  the  amount  of  blood  taken  is  quickly 
restored  from  the  body's  reserve  which  is  replaced  in  a matter  of  days.  With 
the  everlasting  and  ever  increasing  need  for  blood,  I appeal  that  in  future, 
more  people  will  donate  blood  for  this  most  worthy  and  needy  cause.

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NATIONAL  SOCIETY  FO_R_THS  PREVENTION^  OF  CRUELTY  _TO  CHILDREN : 


Close  collaboration  is  maintained  with  the  Local  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspectors  and 
mutual  action  to  mitigate  distress  is  taken  where  necessary.  The  area  is  at 
present  served  by  the  Inspectors  at  Carmarthen  or  Swansea. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE : 

The  County  Council  provides  the  service  for  the  care  and  after  care  of 
people  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  subnormality  and  whole-time  Social 
Workers  are  employed  for  mental  welfare  work. 

MENTAL  SUBNORMALS : 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  ascertainment, 
supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives.  Supervisory  home  visits 
are  made  by  Social  Workers  and  a Home  Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home 
teaching  of  mental  defectives. 

There  is  a Junior  Training  Centre  for  mentally  handicapped  children  at 
Heol  Goffa,  Llanelli  with  teaching  facilities  for  75  children  and  residential 
accommodation  for  12  children.  Under  agreement  with  the  Welsh  Regional  Board 
facilities  are  made  available  for  use  of  short  term  care  cases  during  holidays 
whenever  possible  or  during  illness  of  the  guardians.  A new  adult  training 
centre  is  also  sited  at  Heol  Goff a,  Llanelli. 

GENERAL  HEALTH  AND  SOCIAL  SERVICES : 

In  November,  1972,  a new  Health  Centre,  provided  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council  at  Memorial  Square,  came  into  operation. 

The  Health  Centre  accommodates  County  Health  Clinics  and  services  for  the 
community  and  the  Surgeries  for  the  local  General  Practitioners.

DRAINAGE  & SANITATION : 


The  whole  of  the  Urban  area  is  sewered  to  a treatment  plant  which  provides 
sedimentation  with  re- circulation,  drying  beds  and  effluent  discharge  into  the 
Burry  river  estuary. 

The  details  of  a scheme  for  the  Updating  of  the  Sewerage  system  of  the 
Town  were  being  prepared  during  the  year  for  work  to  commence  in  1973* 

REFUSE  COLLECTIONS  AND  DISPOSAL : 

A once  weekly  collection  is  in  operation  in  the  District  for  which  a 
rear-loading  refuse  vehicle  -with  hydraulic  compression  mechanism  is  used. 

Refuse  receptacles  are  provided  by  householders  and  business  people  themselves. 
A hammer  mill  pulveriser  is  in  use  for  the  pulverisation  of  the  refuse  before 
deposit  in  a natural  land  depression  near  the  foreshore  at  the  Old  Harbour. 

British  standard  galvanised  refuse  bins  and  plastic  bins  are  purchased 
and  stocked  by  the  Council  for  sale  to  residents. 

RODENT  CONTROL  - PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  iET,  19A9 : 

A Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part  time  to  carry  out  rodent  control  work. 

A free  service  is  given  in  respect  of  private  premises  and  a charge  is  made 
for  treatment  at  business  and  industrial  premises. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  notifications  of  infestations,  routine 
inspections  and  treatments  are  made  at  the  Council's  Refuse  tip  and  other 
lands.  The  sewers  are  treated  twice  annually. 

Rodent  Control  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  indicated  in  the  following 
table  which  is  a copy  of  the  Annual  Report  (Form  I.R.31)  for  1972  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

Secondary  Modern  School,  two  Primary  and  two  Infants’  Schools  and  a Welsh 
(infants'  and  Primary)  School  - Ysgol  Parc-y-Tywyn  - at  temporary  premises  at 
the  Memorial  Hall  and  Parish  Hall,  Stepney  Road.  There  is  also  a Play  Centre 
held  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  (9.43  a.m.  to  12  noon)  by  volunteer 
parents  for  children  between  3 years  and  Infant  School  age.  The  Army  Cadet 
Force  Headquarters,  Stepney  Road  is  used  for  the  purpose. 


A Nursery  Play  Group  was  established  during  the  year  at  the  English 
Baptist  Church  Hall,  Elkington  Road,  for  children  of  pre-school  age. 

Periodic  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  Schools  and  their  kitchens 
by  the  County  Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

BAGFLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951  & REGULATIONS , 1961  & 1965 . 
There  are  no  Rag  Flock  premises  in  the  area. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  i>ND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  such  pools  in  the  area.  During  the  summer  months  sea  bathing  is 
enjoyed  by  a large  number  of  inhabitants  and  visitors  to  the  town.  An  indoor 
swimming  pool  is  available  at  Llanelli. 

NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT.  I960. 

The  Council  is  in  Membership  of  the  Noise  Abatement  Society.  Complaints  of  noise 
nuisance  from  a Social  Club  were  investigated  which  involved  listening  watches 
being  carried  out. 

HOME  SAFETY.  A local  Home  Safety  Committee  wras  set  up  in  1969  as  a sub-committee  of 
the  Health  Committee,  to  deal  with  all  aspects  of  Home  Safety  in  conjunction  with 
the  Wales  Home  Safety  Council  and  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents. 
The  Council  became  a participating  member  of  the  7/ales  Home  Safety  Council  in  1969. 

COUNCIL  CEMETERY.  There  were  26  interments  during  the  year. 

COUNCIL  MORTUARY.  Post  Mortem  examinations  are  now  being  carried  out  at  the 
Llanelli  General.  Hospital,  therefore  the  Council  Mortuary  was  not  used  this  yea,r.
